NEWBORN BLIND 
CAUSES ALARM 


VANCOUVER — The increasing 
number of blind persons, especially 
among newborn babies, is causing 
alarm among officers of the Cana- 
dian Institute for the Blind in Al 
berta and British Columbia.
